President Gerberding then presented 


_ THE REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


For the third time the Synod meets in the Fox River Valley. It. 


met in Oshkosh in 1916 and in Marinette in 1926, but this is the first 
time it has met in St. Paul’s, Neenah-Menasha. This section of Wis- 
consin has been among the faster growing portions of the Synod, and 


it is an honor to be invited to méet in these beautiful lake-studded 


twin cities. 


St. Paul’s Church was organized in 1912, the first service having 


- been held March 14th by the Rev. W. C. Stump and President A. F. 


Elmquist. The congregation numbering some sixty members was 


received into the Synod in 1913. The first pastor was the Rev. A. J. 


Sommer, who served from 1914 until 1926 and was succeeded by the 
present pastor, the Rev. C. E. Fritz, who assumed his duties July 1, 


1927. 


The first meeting place of the congregation was the building of | 


the Lutheran Free Church. The present site was purchased in August, 


1914, and the present church dedicated May 21, 1916. The congrega- 


tion has enjoyed a consistent growth and now numbers close to 1,000 


confirmed members. Two services are usually necessary to accom- 
_modate the attendants without crowding. 


Since the last time the Synod convened the Church has passed 


through an experience that has tested emotions and tried the faith of 


its constituents. The “right arm” of the United Lutheran Church, her 


Home Mission Enterprise, which has been the generating force, human- 
ly speaking, of this Synod, seemed for a time to be on the verge of 
collapse. One-third of our congregations and their pastors lived from 
month to month not knowing what the future would bring or whether 


support would be forthcoming or entirely cut. off. Similar situations 


affected our foreign missions and missionaries, our Seminary and all 
the agencies of the Church. But the Lord sustained them all, and 
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stability seems to have been attained—not on material grounds, indeed, © 


but in a new realization of the presence of the Lord in His Church, 


and in a consecrated determination to go forward in His Name. 


THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


The ordinary standards by which human institutions are judged 
are no longer dependable. Your president has therefor avoided the use 


of the detailed State of the Church blanks this year, and is reporting ~ 


on a few simple items that to him seem most significant in times like 


these. 


_ The most important advance the work of the Synod has ever made 


is the remarkable spread of the use of the family altar in the homes 
of our people. In the forty-one parishes whose pastors venture. even 
an estimate, 2,618 homes instituted the family altar in 1933, and in 
forty-three parishes’ an average of 35% of the membership observe 
daily family worship. In many of the parishes not reporting definite 
figures the booklets of the Stewardship Committee having daily devo- 


tional readings have been distributed and are being used by more or 
less of the people. 


Next to the spread of the Word in our homes, the increased atten- 


dance at services of worship is the best evidence of a wholesome state. 


in the churches. Only three congregations report decreases, while 
fifty-five report increases averaging 22.5% over last year. 


While financial statistics are never a safe basis for judging spiritual 
values, yet in view of what other institutions have experienced in 1933 


a review of the Church’s situation in that regard is legitimate under 


this heading. It is interesting that fourteen congregations were able 
to make permanent impfovements to their property at a total value of 


- $20,000. This includes the purchase of one church building, a pipe 


organ, a new basement, pews, pulpit and altar, one building stuccoed, 
an art glass window, retaining wall, water works, oil burner, storm win- 
dows, basement ceiling, safe, shelves, loud speaker, bulletin board, 


chairs and hymn books. Besides this, repairs and replacements totaling 


$5,250 in cost have been reported. 


_ As indications perhaps of the spirit of the pastors in the face of 


dificult times, it is not out of place to report that thirty-five pastors’ 


salaries. have been reduced, mostly voluntarily, thirty-three of which 
were for an average of $383. In addition to this, the salaries of forty- 
two pastors were not fully paid up at the end of 1933, the amounts 


lacking in thirty-nine cases averaging $269. Thirty-seven indicate 


accumulated shortages of $331 average. But to indicate the self-sacri- 


fice of many ministers, it is a pleasure to report that twenty-five of 


them wrote off an average of $292. One pastor reported an increase 
in salary. 


It is gratifying to learn that in thirty-eight parishes payments 


| on property indebtedness were made totaling $20,406. In three congre- 
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f gations debts amounting to $4,900 were cancelled by the creditors: 


The good will of creditors is also evident in the reduction of interest 
rates in fifteen cases from an average of 64%.% to an average of 442% 


As indicating the seriousness of the financial situation in the churches, 


it is necessary to report that sixteen congregations defaulted on interest 
payments, seven of which average $664; and fifteen defaulted payments 
due on principal, ‘eight of which averaged $3,221. 


, All but two congregations made returns from which the eons 
data have been gathered. : 


From these facts, and Spike ethes light gleaned from the reports 
of the Treasurer and the Statistician, it is apparent that there is a 
more unified spirit, a deeper spirituality, and a.more wholesome condi- 
tion in the Synod than at any previous time. Truly the power of the 
Church does not reside in large budgets and great income; but in the 
incalculable Power of the of God her by her Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


OFFICIAL ACTS 


Your President would respectfully record his official acts since 


the 1933 convention: : 


He has made official contacts with fifty-six congregations through 
the following activities: 


committees of Synod and its general auxiliaries, 17; personal interviews 
on pastoral problems, 14; dedication of church, 1; anniversary services, 
2; new fields canvassed, 3; and sick calls, 4. 


In addition to these sitibities on the field he has maintained a 


synodical office at his home, attended to all official correspondence as 


efficiently as possible, edited the Synodical Bulletin, superintended the 
Home Missions of the Synod, and otherwise endeavored to fulfill his 


duties..

The opening paragraphs of this report spoke of the attainment of 


a stability in the Church through the realization of the Presence of the 


Lord within it. In concluding, your President would remind himself. 


and all who labor with him of the practical implications of that com- 
forting Presence. If the Lord is in His Church He must be in the 
congregations and individuals that compose it. But do we all realize 
that He gives us power to act? Are we to be content with such evi- 
dences as the growth of the family altar among us and as increased 


attendances at our churches, or are we to take Christ at His Word and 
-march out in His Name? 


f & his being interpreted means, are we to let the outposts of His 
advance which we have established and are morally obligated to sup- 
port continue in uncertainty, meaning the agencies of educational and 
missionary advance that depend upon our benevolence? We are still 
as a whole giving less than a half-cent a day to the budgetted operations 
of the Church. We still permit four of our congregations to carry 


-over one-third of the load, and only two others do their proportionate 


share. Could all the depressions in the world keep our benevolent 


giving at such a low ebb if Christ were really in our hearts? And if 


the U. L. C. A. boards and agencies are really arms of His Church 
and can give valid accounts .of their stewardship, what about our Synod 
that has made no serious effort to carry our proportionate share of 


their support for fourteen years? 


We have prided ourselves on aheth in ‘numbers. We have con-— 


vinced ourselves of the superiority of a “Grace System” of giving. 
But not all the statistics of a logarithmic table can prove that we have 
done our share or even are approaching it when even in our best year 
financialiy we paid only fifty-five per cent of the United Lutheran 
Church apportionment, and for the last three years not more than 
thirty-eight per cent. One-half a cent a day doesn’t manifest grace. 


Your President would therefore like to see the purging out of the 
last vestige of the old leaven of legalism and the adoption of a system 


of pure grace by which we give the Lord a chance to work in us to do 


what He will empower us to do, unlimited by percentages and com- 
parative standards. Then we should go further and as a Synod defi- 
nitely urge the United Lutheran Church in America to scrap the appor- 
tionment system for that of free will giving. by His inspiration. The

Statistics presented herewith is a summary of reports from all 
congregations of Synod with the exception of one congregation which 
did not send in a parochial report. : 


Six new congregations were added to the roll of those reporting, 
ror the year 1933. 


It is gratifying to note that sidineak: the year 1933 was one of 
the worst years in the history of our country as regards economic 
conditions, our Synod made gains in congregations and membership.

THE REPORT OF THE INNER MISSION COMMITTEE

of the Master before him the individual Christian will be moved to 


find opportunities for ministering. of mercy. Folks of like mind will 


combine their efforts in such practical programs of personal services 


as may be presented. 


Realizing the basic nature of this work within the congregation, 


the United Lutheran Church has repeatedly asked that Synods urge 


their congregations to have Inner Mission committees and has offered 


suggestions for a practical carrying out of the plan.

reports on the state of the Church and through committees of con- 
ferences the details of such activities in parishes may be reported so 
as to provoke each other to good works. 


When we approach the institutional phase of the work within 
Synod, your committee is faced with the problem of securing reports 
from the various agencies doing work within the bounds of Synod but 
who have no organic connection with Synod.. Inasmuch as many 


within Synod are vitally interested in these projects, we would ask that 


these agencies be permitted to print brief reports of their work in the 


minutes of this convention. 


The Executive Secretary of the Board of Inner Missions of the 
United Lutheran Church has asked that the following matters be- 


brought to the attention of Synods: 


1. Education in temperance. The suggestion looks toward foster- 
ing a definite program of education in each parish. 


Tens of thousands of young men will be placed 
in these camps this summer. So far the War Department has done 
little for their spiritual care. A study of this situation as its affects 
each of the conferences of Synod should be undertaken at once. 


2. Civilian camps. 


3. Attention is called to the fact that June has been set aside by 
the United Lutheran Church as Inner Mission month. 


4. A study of the problem of aid to thoue who are seeey af- 
flicted, such as the deaf and blind, is asked for. 


5. A study of the growing crablem of the relation of the Church 
institution to community chests is invited. : 


6. A study of the relation of Inner Mission institutions and 
agencies to Synods. Under this caption it may not be amiss to mention 
the proposed survey of the whole matter under the guidance of the 
National Lutheran Council. | 


Since conferences are in a better position to discuss these matters, 
we recommend that the matters proposed be referred to the conferences 
for discussion at their fall conventions.

The Rev. Chris E. Sorensen, pastor of St. Mark’s English Lutheran 
Church of Grand Forks, N. D., passed into life eternal, September 26, 
1933, after a brief and sudden attack of acute indigestion. He had 
spent a busy day in making pastoral calls, especially upon the sick, in 
preparation for leaving that evening for the fall meeting of the Western 
Conference of the Northwest Synod at Fargo. As he was about to 
leave his house for the train he was stricken and died about a half 
hour later. 


Rev. Sorensen was born at Racine, Wis., November 19, 1893. He 
was a member of the Church of the Holy Communion, until his ordina- 
tion into the office of the Gospel Ministry. He was a graduate of 
Carthage College and of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Semi- 
nary, graduating from this institution in 1928. 


During his college course he supplied at Macomb, Ill., sad dubs | 


his seminary course aided in the building of the new St. John’s con- 
gregation at Mound, Minn. A request that he supply the vacant St. 
Mark’s congregation at Grand Forks, N. D., was received a year before 
his graduation; this request was accepted, and at the end of the year the 
congregation extended a formal call. His ordination took place during 
the week of dedication of his home church, Holy Communion, in the 
fall of 1928. The sermon was preached by the pastor who confirmed 
him, the Rev. George W. Genszler, D.D. 


Rev. Sorensen’s work at Grand Forks resulted in increasing St. 
Mark’s loyalty, membership and service. A pipe organ and a parson- 
age were acquired. Especially noticeable is the increased number of 
family altars in the homes of the members. 


Pastor Sorensen was married to Viola Boese, a member ol St. 
Mark’s, in August, 1931. His death leaves a lonely widow; a seven- 
months old son, Theodore Christian; the mother, Mrs. Mary Sorenson 
of Racine, Wis. ; .; two brothers and two sisters. 


The funeral was held in St. Mark’s Church on Friday, Po 
ber 28th. Rev. Wm. P. Gerberding, President of the Western Con- 
ference, officiated, assisted by Professor J. H. Dressler, D.D., the Rev. 
T. S. Rees of Winnipeg, the Rev. C: E. Maier of Church’s Ferry, N. D., 
and President R. H. Gerberding, D.D., who preached the sermon. 


After the interment, a bugle corps of the American Legion blew 
taps, in honor of Rev. Sorensen’s service with the 120th Field Artillery 
Regiment of the 32nd Army Division in France. 

Mrs. George C. Koehler, wife of the pastor of Holy Trinity Luth- 


eran Church of St. Paul, Minn., departed this life January 4, 1934, at 
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her home, after a short illness of two days. She was born in Baraboo, ? 4 
Wis., June -7, 1889, and was and confirmed in. the Lutheran 
Church of that city. 


She was married to the Rev. George C. Koehler in 1910. For 
nine years her husband engaged in business life, but due largely to her 
influence, in 1919 he decided to enter the ministry. Upon his gradua- 
tion from the Chicago Lutheran Divinity School in 1921, she served Ss 
with him in pastorates at Cedarburg, Wis.; Livingston and Great as 
Falls., Mont., and St. Paul; Minn. a 


Mrs. Koehler always had an active part in the various shicece of : S 
parish work, especially in the Women’s Missionary Society.

‘Minnesota State Luther League 


The Luther League of Minnesota, besides co-operating in every 
way with the Luther League of America, has been active in work on 
its own territory and near by. Its two chief projects have been to 
undertake aid to the mission at Antigo, Wisconsin, whose pastor, Lyle 
Burns, is a former Minnesota Luther Leaguer. The goal for this 
Home Mission project is $150. Its own Life Service project is an 
effort to raise $100 to aid a student at Northwestern Seminary, who 
in turn will help promote work in the smaller congregations and 
weaker Leagues. The Extension Committee is actively engaged in 
planting the organization where it does not exist, and not more than 
eight congregations in the state are now without the Luther League. 
There has been a marked growth in Intermediate League work. A 
new district has been formed in Goodhue County. A course in Luther 
League leadership was conducted in connection with the Minneapolis 
Sunday School training institute. The State League is also backing 
the plans for a lakeside summer school in 1935. 


Western Conference Luther League Work | 


Luther League work in the Western Conference is organized to 
some extent, but long distances prevent much co-operation. Glenburn, 
Winnipeg, Killdeer, Fargo, Great Falls and Billings are active. Grand 
Forks and Livingston will organize this fall. Some of the others are 
doing work but no report has been rendered. 


The Luther League is the official young people’s organization on 
the United Lutheran Church. Let us make it so in every congregation.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH AND 
CHURCH SCHOOLS 


Your committee on Parish and Chetek Schools would call your 
attention to the following noteworthy developments: 


; The work of the Sunday School Associations of the Wisconsin 
and Central Conferences. Reports from the annual meetings of these 
groups showed increased interest, better method and deepening conse- . 
eration. Each of these groups is aow publishing a monthly news sheet. 


_ Great distances between parishes of the Western Conference make 
an association impracticable. However, this conference might well 
consider a schedule of. meetings of teachers to which would come a 
speaker well informed on Sunday School methods, conversant with 
problems and sympathetic with the task. 


2. Institutes for teachers have been held in Minneapolis, Fox 
River Valley, Milwaukee, Rock River Valley. Attendances have been 
excellent and the present interest foretells larger enrollment curmg 
the coming winter season, 


3. The Wisconsin Chatiedion again conducted the Green Lake 
Bible School. While the attendance was disappointing the decreased 
enrollment was not due to a waning interest in this most excellent 
institution, but to prevailing economic conditions, : 


We rejoice that the Central Conference has. a committee at work 
estimating the cost, laying the plans and looking forward to the estab- 
lishment of a similar school in 1935. Such schools are a power for 
good. They deserve our support and should be widely advertised. | 


4. Sunday School Finances: Reports from the various Synods of - 
our Church show that our Synod is “out in front” in the use of the 
duplex envelope in the Sunday School and also in the matter of the 
Every Member Canvass. Practically every school of our Synod is now 
remitting benevolence moneys regularly. Your chairman has contacted 
the pastors of such schools as do not, and in each case was assured 
co-operation. We are glad that such a fine spirit prevails. 
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Because of the intensive campaign conducted throughout Synod | 
under the name “Synodical Recovery Program” and for practical 
reasons, the Sunday School Canvass was tied up with this special pro- — 
gram. Forty-one of our schools ordered literature and pledge cards 
and in nearly all cases a canvass was conducted. When you recall 
that the idea of a school canvass is very young and that our Synod 


is the only one having such a program, we may well rejoice that fifty 


per cent of our schools now engage in this commendable practice. 


The literature for the canvass of 1934 is about ready. Two excel- 
lent and attractive pieces are offered you for use among the children. 


5. Christian Life Course: The lengthy and comprehensive report 
of the Parish and Church School Board of the United Lutheran 
Church indicates that our Synod is “at the front” in the use of the 
Christian Life Course. We mention this fact because we believe it 
speaks in a large way of a genuine interest in the work, a loyalty to 
our Church and a unanimity of spirit and purpose among us that will 
bind us into a greater force for the advancement of the a of 
our Saviour. 


6. Reports from churches conducting Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools tell us of larger attendances and deeper appreciation of the 
value of these schools. Again we would urge our congregations to 
accept the privileges offered when such schools are carried on. 

7. We are gratified also to observe that 

(a) A number of schools of the Central Conference inaugurated 
a Lenten-tide Home Visitation. Glowing reports of pleasant and duane 
able visits come from teachers and officers; . 

(b) Parent-Teachers Meetings are conducted to the cosisiet bene- 
fit of home and school. We urge our schools to consider seriously 
the holding of such visits annually. Your committee can ‘Give full 
information and help; 

(c) Sunday School papers are now published by Lake Park, Mil- 
waukee; Salem, Minneapolis; Faith, St. Paul; Holy Trinity, Minne- 
apolis; Richfield, Minneapolis. | 

We recommend that “Sunday School Teachers Recognition Day” 


be fittingly observed by the churches of our Synod. The official date is 


October 7th. Suggestions will be made for its observance. Today > 
there are 35,000,000 children in the, Sunday Schools of.the world: In 
the United States the énrollment is 20,000,000. 2,000,000 faithful 
teachers provide the mental and spiritual equipment. Inspired by 


Christ they quietly and conscientiously carry on their work, many 


times criticized, seldom praised and little honored. It is our opinion 
that we should join in this day of recognition and appreciation of this 
army of servants by publicly recognizing the services given so freely 
to keep open the door through which Christianity is helping children 


into a more > abundant life.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL SUPERINTENDENT OF 
_ HOME MISSIONS 


The past year was one of uncertainty and distress in the Home 
Mission operations of the Synod, as throughout the United Lutheran 


Church in America. Drastic actions taken by the Boards of both 


bodies were necessary because of the great drop in income and the un- 
certainty as to what the future might bring. Conditions in the mission 
congregations and fields themselves were likewise critical and uncer- 
tain. The accompanying tabulation shows plainly how distressing 
these circumstances have been. Note the decrease in the income for 


local expenses in the congregations, the increased indebtedness, and 


then add to that the great reduction in Home Mission Aid — 
for 1934, 


In spite of those things, this report is not a dirge. It is a triumph 
song. The missionaries without exception have shown a courage, a 
faith, a resourcefulness, and a victory, that only men filled with the 
Spirit of Christ can experience. The same may be said of the church 
councils and congregations as a whole. Statistical evidence of this is 
found in the tabulation showing the growth of Sunday School and 
church enrollment, and the increase in offerings for benevolence. Addi- 
tional evidence is the almost complete absence of complaint or internal 
strife, or of disagreement with the Home Mission Boards. This is 
remarkable in the face of the circumstances. A most regrettable inci- 
dent was the necessity for a decrease in appropriations totaling $1,200 
after the Synodical Board had announced already radical reductions 
in the 1934 appropriations and had expressed the hope that that would 
be the last cut. But even that brought not a single complaint. 


Now, however, both Boards, the American and the Synodical, are 


of the opinion that the last arbitrary reduction has been made. They 


base this on their confidence that the Church as a whole has been 
awakened to the seriousness of decreased benevolences, and is rallying 
once more to the importance of Home Missions to its existence. 
Should this confidence prove to be an illusion, then indeed Board mem- 
bers, missionaries, and members of missions will have cause to lose 
heart. For conditions among all of these, so far as this work is con- 
cerned, are now of an emergency nature, and cannot be continued as at 
present indefinitely without disastrous results in spiritual realms. But 
we know that Christ is in His Church, and will rise up through His 
people when they know His will. 


Four congregations became self-supporting beginning January 1, 
1934: Bay Shore, Milwaukee, voluntarily; two others by action of the 
Board of American Missions and one by action of the Synodical Board. 
There has been only one change of pastors among the missionaries. 
Other items of special note follow: 
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Beaver. Dam., Wis. St. John’s Church, by the aid of a Church 
Extension Loan of $1,000, were able to take up their option and pur- 
chase the building described in last year’s report. It was dedicated 
February 4, 1934, | 


Billings, Mont. First Church has enlarged and remodelled its 
basement, giving it greater educational and social facilities. The cost 
was $150, but the labor was donated. Value $450 added. 


Killdeer, N. D. St. John’s has economized by permitting the pas- 
tor to put partitions and other facilities into the basement of the church 
so as to make it suitable as his residence. 


Jackson Park, Milwaukee. Pastor V. A. Gieschen resigned the 
pastorate in September. The congregation secured graduate Earl J. 
Johnson as supply pastor, isued him a call later, and he accepted. He 
was ordained by the Illinois Synod and installed pastor of aac 
Park on April 8th. 


Nativity, Milwaukee, worships in a rented house. It is areata 
hampered by lack of room for all of its activities, but is carrying on 
courageously 1 in hope that it may soon get aid toward a building. 


- Woodale, Minneapolis, has branched out with a new Sunday School 
and preaching point at Cahil, about eight miles south of Minneapolis. 
Plans are being pushed for a basement church on Woodale’s lots. 


Of General Interest 


Increased salaries above those promised by the missions themselves 


on their applications for aid are encouraged by a Synodical Board 


ruling made at the December meeting. Formerly such increases were 
divided between salary and reduction of aid. 


Wisconsin Lot Fund: After much correspondence and conference 
the return of the Wisconsin Lot fund to the custody of the Treasurer 
of the Synod was ordered by the Board of American Missions, subject 
to approval by the Board’s counsel. } ee 


Wisconsin Women’s Missionary Society is “aitempting to raise 
$700 for Home Missions, one-half of which is allotted to the vo 


Board for use in the state. | 


| The Minnesota Home Mission Council (Lutheran) held a joint 
meeting of the Boards of all co-operating Lutheran Synods in Minne- 
-apolis, February 7th, which your Board attended. A unified co-opera- 
tive plan for Lutheran Missions in the state and westward is proposed. 

New Openings: Possibilities for opening new work to meet defi- 
nite opportunities and appeals have been investigated in the Lake of 
the Isles district of Minneapolis and in Sheboygan, Wisconsin. Both 
are being considered by the Synodical Board in a favorable light.

The following was adopted at the meeting of Synod last year: 
“Be it resolved, that we request our Seminary Board to enter into 
negotiations with Western and Martin Luther Seminaries as suggested 
by the United Lutheran Church in America, and with any other semi- 
nary which may desire to confer with-us looking towards a merger of 
seminaries, and that he Board report at the next annual convention of 
.the Synod.” 

In compliance with this action, the Seminary Deard’s: committee 
on merger has prepared from its exhaustive report to the Board on 
October 5, 1933, the following abbreviation of that report for the Board 
to submit to Synod. 
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REPORT OF THE MERGER COMMITTEE TO THE BOARD 
OF DIRECTORS 


In order to understand better what is involved in the proposed — 
mergers of seminaries, your committee would first recall to your minds 
the efforts made to accomplish mergers previous to the passing of the 
resolution of the United Lutheran Church in which a merger of West- 
ern, Martin Luther, and Northwestern was specified. 


We quote from the seminary’s report to Synod, minutes 1927, page 
50: “Overtures from the authorities of Western Lutheran Theological 


Seminary at Fremont, Nebraska, brought about the appointment of a 


committee of our Board which met with a like committee from Western 
and a representative of’ Martin Luther Seminary at Lincoln, Nebraska, 
to. consider the desirability ane possibility of merging the three institu- 


tions. 


“The joint committees met at Fremont on May 23rd and 24th and 
carefully discussed and weighed the arguments for and against the 
merger and came to the conclusion that ‘in view of all the. circum- 


stances, a merger was desirable if one could be effected which would 


be acceptable to all parties concerned, and which would efficiently pro- 
vide for all the interests involved.’ 


“The Joint committee agreed to the following: 


“In view of the fact that both the Midwestern and Northwestern 
sections of our Church ought to have at least one educational institu- 
tion on their respective territories, and that the presence of such an 
institution is needed in each territory as a means of successfully direct- 
ing the minds and hearts of the members of our churches to the needs 
of men for the ministry, and in view of the fact that an institution 
receives adequate support largely in proportion to the degree in which 
a section of the Church makes that institution the special object of its 
thoughts, prayers and gifts; and in view of the fact that Midland Col- 
lege is located in the Midwest section, we believe that the merged 
seminaries should be located in Minneapolis with the chief control and 


responsibility resting on the Synod of the Northwest, while the Synods 


of the Midwest endow or support one or more professorships in North- | 
western Seminary and have representation on its board of directors. — 
This would give the Midwest a seminary in Minneapolis which it could | 
call its own and to which it could send its sons for their theological 
education and at the same time would enable the Midwest Synods to 


concentrate their efforts more fully upon the necessary worn of up- 


building Midland College.’ 


“On the basis of this report the Board of Northwestern sik the 
following action on May 26th: | 


“ ‘Whereas, the United Lutheran Church Hae eachuraged the merg- 
ing of institutions wherever possible, and, 


“*Whereas, the Board of Western Seminary has made overtures to 
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our Board suggesting a merger of our seminaries, therefore be it 


“*Resolved: (a) That we request the authority from Synod to take 
preliminary steps looking toward such a merger. (b) That a com- 
mittee be appointed from the Board to co-operate with similar com- 
mittees from Western and Martin Luther Seminaries in an effort to 
merge the three institutions.’” 


In response, Synod, in 1927: “Resolved, That Synod look with 
_ favor upon the proposed merger of seminaries and that our Seminary 
Board be authorized to take such preliminary steps as may be neces- 
sary.” 


Aan from the minutes of 1928, page 66, we quote: 


' “We reiterate the action of last year which expressed the readiness 
of our Board to entertain overtures from other seminaries looking 
toward mergers. 


“On the matter of the proposed merger of Hestiiwention and 
Western Seminaries at Minneapolis we report that further progress 
in merging the two institutions is dependent upon the approval of the 
proposed merger by the Synods supporting Western Seminary. So 
far as we know, this approval has not yet been secured.” 


In the minutes of 1929, page 36, is this item: “At the request of | 
the chairman (Dr. Steimle) of the Theological Commission, the presi- 


dent of our seminary and the president of the board of directors met 
with like representatives of other midwestern seminaries together with 
representatives of the Theological Commission at the Edgewater Beach 


Hotel in Chicago on April 19th of this year (1929).” Those present 


represented Hamma Divinity School, Chicago; Western, Martin Luther 
and Northwestern Seminaries, and the Theological Commission of the 
U. L. CA. 


In the isheaeei of the meeting twenty items of discussion are 
recorded which are summarized by the adoption x64 the following 
resolutions: | ~ 


1. “Resolved, that it is the consensus of opinion of this group, 
representing the seminaries of the middle west and the Theological 
Commission of the United Lutheran Church, assembled at the call of 
the chairman of the Theological Commission at Edgewater Beach 
Hotel, Chicago, Illinois, April 19, 1929, that the facts in hand do not 
justify the consolidation of these institutions. 


2. “Resolved, that since it is the sentiment of this meeting that 
any steps to be taken in the direction of the consolidation of the semi- 


naries should be based, not upon individual interests or traditions, nor 


primarily in the interest of economy, nor upon the mere action of a 
church body or committee, but solely upon a thorough and scientific 
investigation of the factors involved, including territories, constituen- 
cies, educational interests as a whole, relationship to other Lutheran 
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bodies and the possibility of merger with them, and above all, the 
highest interests of the Kingdom of God, we urge the aon 
Commission to continue with matters of investigation.” 


With these ineffectual efforts at merger as a background, we 
now turn to more recent developments. The United Lutheran Church 
at its Philadelphia convention requested “the Board of Education to — 
approach the constituent Synods and the Theological Seminaries with 
reference to the question of approving the program” for “the Church’s 
arrangements for the training of ministers and teachers.” The recom- — 
mendations which especially concern Northwestern Seminary are Nos. 
4 and 8 (c) found on pages 453 and 454 of the minutes. 


4. “That Western, Martin Luther, and Northwestern Seminaries 
be merged and be supported by the following Synods: Northwest, 
Nebraska, German Nebraska, Rocky Mountain, Kansas, Texas, and 
Iowa. 


8. “That the Church ask the proposed seminaries to undertake the 
following specific responsibilities: (c) The proposed Western Semi- © 
nary—the training of men to serve in churches requiring the use of 
other languages than English, and also the development of special 
training in the problems of the rural parish.” 


On February 7th of this year, Dr. Gould Wickey, executive 
secretary of the Board of Education, wrote the president of your 
Board: “At the recent meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Education it was voted: 


“That the seminary boards be asked to appoint uninstructed com- 
mittees to consider the merger problems.” 


> 


In reply it was stated that we have maintained such a committee 
for a number of years, naming the committee and stating that we have 
had meetings with representatives of Martin’ Luther and Western 
Seminaries, also that we would be pleased to meet with him as execu- 
tive secretary at his convenience. : 


On April 27th of 1933, our Board adopted the site: “Re- 
solved, that this Board authorizes its committee on merger of semi- 
naries to confer with properly appointed committees of Western 
Theological Seminary and Martin Luther Theological Seminary, and 
with the representative of the Board of Education of the United Luth- 
eran Church to explore the possibilities of a merger of the two afore- 
said seminaries with Northwestern Theological Seminary.” 


When this action was reported to Synod on May 3rd, Synod passed 
the resolution quoted after the Treasurer’s Report above. 


A meeting of the committee with Dr. Wickey was arranged for at 
the time of Synod. At this meeting the matter of mergers was dis- 
‘cussed in an informal way. Dr. Wickey announced his intention to 
work out a proposition to submit to the institutions concerned. 
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On July 7th, Dr. Wickey wrote: “I assume from my conversa- 


tion with you that you would not think it advisable to move to 


Nebraska, and I know from conversation in the middle west during 
my visit in May that they would not think it advisable to move to 
Minneapolis. The Kansas men would prefer if Western is to be moved 
that it go to Chicago. In the light of developments and conferences 
‘since seeing you at the meeting of the Synod of the Northwest, it 
would appear far more desirable for the future development of our 
theological seminaries that Northwestern consider merging with 
Chicago. | | 


“The meeting at Fremont on the 17th is an endeavor to get these 
two institutions together temporarily for the coming year at one loca- 
tion. With your consent we shall discuss merger with Northwestern 
and then [I shall be in a position to advise whether it is desirable to 


continue negotiations for that threefold merger. In the meantime there 


will be other developments and we shall be in a position to estimate the 
mergers upon which attention and effort should be concentrated.” | 


On July 30th, Dr. Wickey wrote an account of his meeting with 
the committees of the two seminaries at Fremont and said: “I spoke 
to them about the merger with Northwestern and on the basis of con- 
ditions which you set down four years ago. They can see your position 
that it might be inadvisable so far as the greatest part of your con- 
stituency, numerically considered, to move from Minneapolis to Ne- 
braska. Their Synods would be unwilling to move to Minnesota. In 
fact, if they should move, they would prefer moving to Chicago. I 
shall prepare a tentative plan of your merger at Chicago whereby I 
believe that you will be able to serve the Northwest Synod just as well, 
conserve your assets, and at the same time, render a real service to 
theological education not only in the United Lutheran Church, but in 
the whole Lutheran Church.” 


On September 13th the president of your Board sent the following 
letter to Dr. Wickey: 


“Our Seminary Board will meet on Cctobas 5th, The committee 


on merger will be asked to report. The committee has not met since. 


the Board was instructed by Synod ‘to explore the possibilities of 
mergers.’ No attempt has been made on our part to confer with the 
authorities of other institutions. You offered your services in bringing 
about such contacts and in preparing tentative e plans for the considera- 
tion of negotiating committees. 


“I am quite sure that your undertaking is confronted with difh- 
culties and delays. We are not impatient for results. We are quite 
content to continue as we have for the past decade throughout which 
the rich favor of the Lord has been upon our seminary. But we are 
not content to face the coming years in an atmosphere of doubt and 
uncertainty as to the future. | 


“If you have formulated a plan for the suggested merger with 
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Chicago, I will ask our Board to consider it at the meeting next month. 
I know you will give-us the full benefit of your investigations. I assure 
you that they will be given earnest consideration by our Board and in 
turn by the Synod of the Northwest. But I cannot refrain from 
expressing the hope that the decision which results will be final, and 
that this distracting agitation will be brought to an en 


In reply, Dr. Wickey, wrote on September 15th: “I have prepared 
a list of principles which ought to guide negotiating committees. As 
soon as they are approved by my Board Committee, they will be sent 
to all members of the negotiating committees of all seminaries.” 


On September 20th, the president of your Board wrote to both Dr. 
Martin, president of Western Seminary, and Dr. Heick, president of 
Martin Luther Seminary, as follows: “For our seminary’s merger 
committee report to our Board on October 5th, I would like to havé 
the views of your seminary and its constituents relative to a merger 
with Northwestern. Any brief sumimary of action taken or attitude 
of your Boards or Synods will suffice.” 


To this Dr. Martin replied: “Our Executive Committee, Nebraska, 
Synod and Board of Trustees voted the resolution suggested by Dr. 


_ Wickey to the effect that we believed in the principles of merger and 


would také steps to confer with the Seminary Boards relative to the 
” No word of such action has been reported to 
your correspondent. | 


Dr. Heick wrote as follows: “In reply to your letter let me state 
that neither our Board nor our Synod has taken any action relative 
to a merger with Northwestern. We should surely like to enter into a 
union with your institution. Synod and seminary both will be satis- 
fied to continue their work in form of a German department in a 
larger seminary. Any proposal therefore on your behalf will meet with 
the fairest attention and attitude by us.” 


To this your correspondent replied: “I can assure you in response 


to your expressed desire for a merger with Northwestern, that our 


committee will be pleased to confer with your committee at any time 
that is suitable. 


“Our Board will meet on October 5th. If it is possible for you or 
another representative of your seminary to be present at Northwestern 
on that day, a better understanding of your problems will be afforded, 
and any future action expedited.” There was no response to this pro- 


Upon the adoption of the report from which the above was taken, 
our Board adopted also the following resolution: “It is the sense of 
“this Board that Northwestern Seminary occupies a God-given place in 
its present location in the interests of Synod and of the Church at 
large, and that we abide by the original instructions to our committee 
to explore possibilities of 
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The following developments have occurred subsequent to the meet- 
ing of the Board on October Sth: 


Dr. Wickey called a meeting in Chicago on October 12th of com- 
mittees representing Hamma, Chicago, and Northwestern Seminaries. 
The following were in attendance: From Hamma, The Rev. E. E. 


Snyder, D.D.; the Rev. A. E. Bell, D.D.; The Rev. R. D:° Wheadon,« 


D.D.; from Chicago: The Rev. J. A. Lease, D.D.; The Rev. L. F. 
Gruber, D.D.; and Mr. C. W. Howe; from Northwestern: The Rev. 
Joseph Stump, D.D.; Mr. J. K. Jensen, and The Rev. W. P. Christy; 
representing the Board of Education; The Rev A. A. Zinck, D. = Mr. 
C. J. Driever, and Secretary Rev. J. Gould Wickey. | 


The result of this conference is expressed in the following resolu- | 


tion which was unanimously adopted: 


“Whereas, the official negotiating committees of iia Divinity, 
Chicago, and Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminaries at the 


Lawson Y. M. C. A. in Chicago, on October 12, 1933, have discussed 


the advisability and possibility of a merger of these seminaries, be it 


“Resolved: That it is the sense of this conference that a merger 
of these seminaries is impracticable arid that further discussion and 
agitation thereof be dicontinued.”. 


Your committee: recommends the following: 


Whereas, our Board through its Merger Committee has fully com- 


plied with the instructions of the Synod and the recommendations of 
the U. L. C. A. with regard to possible mergers of seminaries, and 


"Whereas, our Merger Committee has had numerous and long-con-_ 


tinued contacts with the authorities of other seminaries in conferences 
and through correspondence, and has met in formal session with similar 
committees on three different occasions during the last seven years, and 


_ Whereas, at each of these meetings the opinion finally prevailed 
that mergers were neither possible nor feasible at this time, 


Therefore, be it resolved that in view of the consistently negative 
results of these efforts, the matter be now considered closed. 


In compliance with the plans of the Roard sk Kibeetabinias of the - 


U. L. C. A. in designating the Reformation season as a suitable time 
to present the cause of Christian education, the Board of Directors 
has instructed its Executive Committee to formulate plans for bringing 
the work and needs of our Seminary to the attention of the center 
tions of haat at that time.
